1968. 

Population 


The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  mid>-year- Home  Population  ?/as 
3,650  which  was  on  increase  of  30  over-  that  of  the- previous  year. 


Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  69  (32  M,  37  F.)  which  was  the  same  as 
that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  crude  birth-rate  was  accordingly  18.9, 
after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar-General’s  Comparability  factor  which  is 
computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  and 
allows  valid  comparison  with  other  Districts  the  rate  becomes  21 .A; 
this  being  higher  than  that  of  16.9  for  England  and  Wales . 

Stillbirths  and  Rate 

There  were  no  stillbirths  registered  during  the  year.  The  stillbirth 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.0. 


Infant  Mortality  and  Rate 

Two  infant  deaths  were  registered  due  to:- 

A  tentorial  tear;  The  presence  of  abdominal  organs  in  the  chest  due 

to  a  congenital  deficiency  of  the  diaphragm  (4  hrs.). 

Prematurity:  (25  weeks  gestation  period  2  hrs.) 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  28.9  compared  with  that  of  18.0  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Maternal  Deaths  and  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  was  nil  as  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  from  Pregnancy,  Child¬ 
birth  or  Abortion  and  is  a  general  index  of  the  high  standard  of  modem 
obstetric  practice. 

Total  Deaths  and  Death  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  54  (40  M.  14  E.)  end 
the  crude  death  rate  was  14.8  which,  after  adjustment  by  the  Registrar 
General’s  Comparability  Factor,  as  for  births,  becomes  15.8  compared  with 
that  of  11  .9  for  England  and  7/ales. 

The  chief  group' cause  of  deaths  was  from  the  natural  causes  of  death 
amongst  the  aged,  i.e.  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular 
Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System,  of  which  there  32  in  number. 

Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  (i.e.  Coronary  Thrombosis  and  Coronary 
Atheroma)  was  the  cause  of  21  (17  M.  4  F.)  of  those  deaths,  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  age-groups,  1  between  35  -  44;  1  between  45  -  55;  5  between  55  - 

64;  11  between  65  -  74  end  3  over  75  yrs . 

Cancer,  as  invariably  in  previous  years,  was  the  second  highest  cause 
of  deaths ,  of  which  there  were  11  in  the  following  age-groups ;  1  between 
35-44;  2  between  45-54;  2  between  55-64;  3  between  65  -  74  end 

3  over  75  yrs.  In  these  days  of  modem  treatment,  the  disease  can  be 
treated  with  success,  if  patients  would  consult  their  Doctors  reasonably 
early,  before  the  disease  becomes  too  advanced. 

Cancer  of  the  Lung,  Bronchus  was  the  cause  of  3(M)  deaths  in  the 
following  age-groups;  1  between  45  -  54  and  2  over  75  years. 

The  .other  causes  of  death  were  miscellaneous  and  there  was  no  death 
due  to  Infectious  Disease.

One  new  case  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified ,  the  patient 
being  a  child  of  9  yrs. 

There  was  no  new  case  of  non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  which  is  an 
evident  index  of  the  safety  of  the  milk  supplies. 

Also  there  was  no  death  which  is  a  reflection  of  the  efficaciousness 
of  modern  treatment.

The  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  October  1968,  and,  as  requested  by  the  Minister  of  Health 
copies  of  these  new  Regulations  and  also  copies  of  Section  47  to  49  of  t  ic 
Act  of  1968  were  sent  to  all  medical  practitioners . in  the  area .
